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NVIT.—Report of the Sub-committee, consisting of Dr. E. 
Harrert, Messrs. T. IREDALE and W. L. SCLATER, on 
Amendments and proposed Alterations to the Names in the 
B. 0, U. List of British Birds, as accepted by the Committee 
of the B. O., U. on the British Birds List. 


Tre following recommendations were made :— 


1. That the nomina conservanda in the B.O. U. List should 
not be used any longer, but the correct names under 
the rules should now be universally adopted, 

There are thirteen of these nomina conservanda, and 
a list of them with their equivalent under the Rules 
of Nomenclature ix given on p. 355 of the B. O. U. 
List, in Appendix IT. 


2. That in future, when a species has been divided into two 
or more subspecies, the typical subspecies shonld 
always be named trinominally. For example, the 
typical race of the Starling should be ealled Sturnus 
vulgaris culgaris and not Sturnus vulyaris, as the use 
of the binomial form of the name eauses confusion 
between the typical subspecies and the species asa 
whole, including all the races.

294. Colymbus v. Podiceps for the Grebes (ef. B. O. U. List, 

p S00 s Anlk, 120, pe 5) 

Note on the type of Colymbus :— 

The genus Colymbus as used by Linnæus in 
1758 contained four species: arcticus (Black-throated 
Diver), cristutns (Great Crested Grebe), auritus 
(Slavonian Grebe), and podiceps (American Pied- 
billed Grebe). Latham introduced Podiceps for the 
Grebes and retained Colymbus for the Divers, and 
his usage was followed by practically every other 
author until the year 1882, when Dr. Stejneger 
proposed to use Colymbus for the Grebes. 
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George Gray was the first author who recognized 
the necessity of fixing a type-species to each genus, 
and in the first two lists published in 1840 and 1841, 
working with the 12th edition of Linnzeus, he fixed 
the type of Colymbus as C. glacialis. Later in 1855 
(Cat. Gen. Subgen. Bds. p. 125), finding that 
C. glacialis did not occur in the earlier editions of 
Linneeus, he substituted arcticus, which name is 
found in all the early editions of Linnzus’s Syst. 
Nat. from 1735 to 1758; but as he had already in 
his previous lists suggested glacialis for Colymbus of 
the 12th edition, he wrote: “ Linn. 1735 nee 1766.” 
Gray's intention was perfectly obvious and reasonable, 
and we fear, if his action in this case is rejected (as 
it isin the Supplement just published in the ‘Auk,’ 
1920, p. £45), it will open a loophole for upsetting 
a large number of other type-designations by the 
same author. 

The A. O. U. Check-list Committee have now 
abandoned the ground they took up in the earlier 
editions of the Check-list, and merely quote “type by 
subsequent designation of the A.O.U. Check-list 
Committee,” although that action has been shown 
(B.O. U. List Brit. Birds, p. 399) to be based on a 
fallacy.
